RAINSTORMS BOG 
DOWN INSURGENTS

HENDAYE, France, at the Span- 
ish Frontier, May 19.—The insur- 
gent advance in Eastern Spain 
bogged today under driving rain- 
storms and reinforced Government 
resistance. 

Few warplanes were able to leave 
their bases and heavy artillery be- 
ing moved to the. front sank deep 
in muddy mountain trails. 

The only success of importance 
reported by the insurgents was the 
capture of lofty. Penarroya Peak, 
east of Teruel. 

Insurgents at Zaragoza, Gen. 
Franco's eastern field headquarters, 
said Gen. Jose Varela’s command 
had pushed beyond Valdelinares, 
driving south of EI Pobo and Al- 
lepuz toward the Mora de Rubielos 
road. They said insurgent forces oc- 
cupied the town of EI Castellar, 
across the road to the west from 
Alcala de la Selva. 

Government counter-attacks on 
newly-won insurgent positions at 
Mosqueruela, to the east, were said 
to have been repulsed with heavy 
Government losses. 

On Franco's left flank, near the 
coast, insurgent forces struck south, 
cutting the highway between Albo- 
acer and Villar de Canes. The road 
crosses the Government’s main sea- 
board highway on an arc at San 
Mateo, north of Albocacer, and at 
Puebla Tornesa, south of Villar de 
Canes. :

APPOINTMENT. BY STARK 


Edgar J. Keating Assumes Execu- 
tive Will Require Him to Re- 
sign At Pleasure.“

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 19.—

“There is one thing that is very 
true, yet there is no reference to it 
in the record, He would be blind or 
lacking in frankness who would not 
say there was an atmosphere af- 
fecting this trial that nobody can 
gee, or touch, yet a very real one. 
“There certainly has grown up 
in this State as a result of these 
trials an absolute horror of and 
hatred for the debauchery of the 
ballot box as practiced in Kansas 
City as shown by these cases.” 
udge Otis indicated a juror 
might be affected by this “unseen 
force—no less real because it is un- 
seen.” It's existence, he added, is 
credible to Missourians or to the 
people of any other State. “When- 
ever the corruption of the ballot 
box is looked on with indifference 
then will come the end of our in- 
stitutions,” Judge Otis said, 
Referring to this particular trial, 
Judge Otis said, in effect, that he 
had leaned over backward to be 
fair to the defendants.

In case of crop failures, we can always 
import food supplies from countries 
which have been more provident, than we. 

There seems to be too much corn in 
the country. Missouri should plant only 
85 per cent of last year’s acreage and al- 
lotments have been made for each farm; 
some of these have been quite small. 
Some large farmers have been allotted 
only an acre or two, some even less than 
an acre! This is causing consternation 
among farmers. If they “comply,” they 
cannot plant enough corn to feed their 
work animals and chickens. 

“Compliance” is sought by bonuses, or 
subsidies, to those who “comply” aad by 
penalties against those who plant more 
than they should. Thus, a farmer who has 
an allotment of 100 acres of corn will get 
10 cents a bushel for all the corn he 
grows, or about $2.50 an acre, malting a 
total payment of $250, while the farmer 
who is allotted only half an acre will 
get a payment of $1.25! 

It would be only natural for the town- 
hip committeemen who allot the acreage 
and police the execution of the program 
first to take care of their own acreage 
and that of their kinsmen and friends, 
then those to whom they are - indebted 
politically or financially. However, with 
only a 15 per cent cut in acreage, there 
should be enough corn acres left for all 
farmers to have enough corn for the 
needs of their livestock. 

The question then is: Who gets the corn 
allotments?

PASSAGE OF THE NEELY BILL. 

Approval of tlie Neely bill by the Senate is a vic- 
tory for the numerous individuals and educational 
organizations that for several years have urged abo- 
lition of the block-booking and blind-selling system 
in the motion picture industry. Under this method, 
exhibitors are compelled to rent films in blocks, 
with little chance for selection, and without knowl- 
edge of their content or quality; Inferior pictures 
must be taken with first-rate ones. Public opinion 
and the judgment of exhibitors thus do not have the 
influence they should have on the production and 
showing of films. As Senator Borah said, the sys- 
tem is undemocratic and unwarranted. 

Sponsors of the Neely bill give full credit to the 
advances made by the film industry in recent years. 
Many fine pictures are being produced, but along 
with them plenty of wearisome Class B movies. It ig 
the contention of the bill’s backers that a consist- 
ently higher quality will be maintained if every 
picture is marketed on its own merits. Passage of 
the measure by the Senate encourages hope that the 
House will act favorably on the companion Pettin- 
gill bill before adjournment, 
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FARMINGDALE LEARNS ABOUT WAR. 

For the first time, an American commumity has 
learned from actual experience what an aerial bomb- 
ing raid is like. It was all make-believe, of course, 
and plenty of advance notice was given. ‘But the 
3373 citizens of Farmingdale, N. Y., sitting in pitch 
darkness Monday night, hearing the drone of “enemy” 
planes far above, watching the flares and the beams 
of searchlights, listening to the roar of anti-aircraft 
artillery, could easily (and probably. did) imagine 
themselves in an actual arena of war, 

The objective in this black-out“ maneuver was the 
two aircraft factories of the town, legitimate objec- 
tives in war-time. But how, Farmingdale residents 
must have asked themselves, could bombing planes 
at a height of three miles distingtish between plane 
factories and bungalows? Searchlights did spot the 
planes, and perhaps some were theoretically shot 
down, but certainly some, of their, huge imaginary 
bombs fell within the city. The news pictures from 
Madrid and Barcelona, from Shanghai and Nanking, 
show fully what that would mean. 

The “black-out” has long been practiced in Europe, 
where virtually every city is within range of a po- 
tential enemy’s bombing planes. Its adoption in our 
own air corps maneuvers indicates that the growing 
range of aircraft has placed a genuine attack of this 
sort within the realm of possibility, : a 

While the tacticilans work out the results of the 
evening’s work, the people of Farmingdale are prob- 
ably doing some serious thinking.

Anti-aircraft defense is well and good, and its de- 
velopment should be pushed: but the best means of 
preventing the horror and devastation of air raids ig 
to concentrate on keeping the country out of war.

These incidents illustrate the dangers to which 
War correspondents must subject themselves to pro- 
vide news for the public. Both in Spain and China, 
battles are being fought on swiftly changing fronts, 
a condition far different from the stabilized warfare 
that abtained for a large part of the time in 1914-18, 
In order to find out what is happening, reporters 
must undergo the same hazards as military forces, 
since they are unable to rely completely on official 
communiques. 

In Spain, such men as Richard Mowrer of the Chi- 

cago Daily News, Herbert L. Matthews of the New 
York Times and Joseph North of the Daily Worker 
consider it a routine part of their jobs to visit the 
front several times a week. This spring it was 
common for correspondents to have the disconcerting 
experience of meeting retreating troops in a trip to 
what had been a comparatively safe sector a day or 
so before, and of being under shell and machine-gun 
fire. ‘ 
During the terrific bombing of Barcelona last 
March, Mr. Matthews and others were out on the 
streets, running from one explosion to another to 
get the precise news of what was happening. 

So the war news we read daily in the newspa- 
pers is come by under risk of death or injury to 
those who write it. These men, often going out on 
self-appointed assignments beyond the line of strict 
duty, are an honor to their profession. 

AN UNWARRANTED DELAY. 

Representative Robert L. Ramsay of West Virginia 
seems to have a faculty for introducing bills calcu- 
lated to hamper the administration of justice. Last 
summer he managed to get the House of Representa- 
tives to pass a bill which would have deprived Fed- 
eral Judges of thé right to comment on the evidence 
presented to Federal juries. Fortunately, the bill 
died in the Senate, and this prerogative of Federal 
Judges, which hag been one of the reasons for the 
superiority of Federal procedure over state proced- 
ure, was not removed by Ill-œoneetved legislation. 

Now Mr. Ramsay is trying to get Congress to adopt 
a joint resolution which would postpone the effective 
date of the new rules for civil procedyre in the Fed- 
eral courts as prescribed by the United States Su- 
preme Court. The formulation of these rules, which 
greatly simplify civil procedure, was authorized by 
Congress four years ago. They are scheduled to 


become effective Sept, 1. The West Virginian, who 


is one of the veteran Democratic members of the 
House Judiciary Committee, wants them set over 
until the adjournment date of the first session of the 
Congress which will be elected next November. . 

What good reason can there by for delay? If the 
rules are an improvement—and they certainly are 
why not begin to use them as soon as possible? 

It is not often that court rules have had the dis- 
tinguished sponsorship which these have had. As- 
sisting the Supreme Court in its task was an ad- 
visory committee headed by William D. Mitchell, for- 
mer Attorney-General. Among the members were 
such lawyers as George W. Wickersham, George 
Wharton Pepper and Monte M. Lemann. Legal au- 
thorities from Harvard, Yale, Michigan, Virginia and 
Minnesota universities served with them through ap- 
paintment by the Supreme Court. 

Tf the new rules go into effect this fall, almost a 
year will have passed since they were reported to 
the Attorney-General by Chief Justice Hughes as 
having been approved by the Supreme Court. That 
is long enough.

a pay-as-you-go basis in order to relieve the 
present pressure on industry. This sug 
gestion, which Senator Byrnes, a Demoers 
agrees is constructive, was urged by the 5 
publican presidential neminee in 1936.

MOVE TO PRESERVE OAKS 
AT MUNICIPAL THEATER 


Electric Lights Under Stage to 
Play on Roots Expected to 
Prolong Life of Trees. 

Large electric lights of the day- 
light type bave been installed be- 
neath the stage of the Municipal 
Theater in Forest Park to play on 
the roots of the two giant oak trees 
at either end of the stage. The Mu- 
nicipal Theater Association, esti- 
mating age of the picturesque trees 
at 200 years, announced today that 
the lights, simulating sunlight, are 
expected to purify the soil and keep 
it rich, prolonging the lives of the 
trees, 

Apparatus beneath the stage has 
been reinforced to facilitate chang- 
ing of scenery. The 12 productions 
in the coming season will average 
11 scenes each, or twice as many as 
those of last year, with single sets 
weighing as much as 10 tons.

Pressure 
eookers are usually of aluminum, 
but some of those now on the 
market are tin-plated iron. These 
are heavier and require more care- 
ful handling to prevent melting of 
the tin plate. The top and cooker 
cannot be ground to fit, as the 
aluminum ones are, so a large 
rubber gasket is used to form a 
tight seal, This gasket must be re- 
placed periodically. 

All pressure cookers are equipped 
with a petcock, for exhausting the 
air, and with a safety valve as well 
as a pressure gauge. (Sometimes 
the petcock and safety valve are

If the family already owns a pres- 
sure cooker, make sure it is in good | 
running ‘order. Pressure gauges 
often fail to register accurately 
after much use, hence the home 
canner is advised to have the pres- - 
sure gauge on her cooker tested at cacy «RG Re 
the beginning of every season, or Tee eee, e, 
more often if the canner is in con- — N . re 
stant use. Consult the home dem- 
onstration agent as to procedure. 
Follow the instructions of the man- 
ufacturer in caring for the canner, 
being especially careful to keep the 
surface between the cooker and 
cover clean and smooth. But do 
not scour it with harsh abrasives. 
Keep the gauge and safety valve 
open and clean. 

Water Bath for Acids. 

For processing acid products like 
fruits, tomatoes, ripe pimientos, and 
rhubarb, the temperatures obtain- 
able in the water bath are suffi- 
cent. The high temperature of the 
pressure canner tends to damage 
fruit flavor, color and texture. For 
a water bath, a boiler, a bucket or 
a large kettle will do, provided the 
vessel has a tight cover, a rack or 
false bottom, and is large enough 
to allow for one or two inches of 
boiling water over the tops of the

In searching for a 
the word “dietitian,” we fing some 
little’ disagreement. Webster Bays 
“a dietitian is one who is versed in 
or who practices any branch of 
dietetics or the preparation of 
food.” Dorland’s Medical Diction, 
ary, however, says that “a dietitian 
is one who is skilled in the scien. 
title use of diet in disease.” Per. 
sonally, 1 agree with Webster. It 
does not seem to me that à dict. 
tian’s work should stop with sick 
people. 

We find the dietitian in the pup. 
lic school lunchroom. Here she not 
only furnishes food, but also con. 
tributes to the health educatiog 
program in the school. The diet. 
tian is in the out-patient clinic and 
public health work, and she is in. 
vading the college campus. The 
properly housed and properly fed 
student is apt to be a better stu- 
dent than the one improperly 
housed and fed, and the amount of 
money available for student food 
service is not always as important 
as the availability of trained man- 
agement for student food service. 

The Washington Conference on 
College Hygiene agreed that “the 
feeding of students should be in 
charge of trained dietitians, and 
the service of the dietitian as con- 
sultant should also be available 
when needed by students living in 
fraternity houses, co-operative 
houses or unorganized groups, as 
well as for conferences with stv 
dents who need help on special 
diets.” 

The hospital dietitian is required 
to have quite formidable academic 
attainments: organic, inorganic and 
physiologic chemistry, bacteriology: 
and physiology, and a complete 
knowledge of the uses of diet in 
disease. Hospitals, medical schools 
and colleges may do well to plan 
special courses in this new field, 
for the dietitian is making a place 
for herself, not only as a specialist 
in invalid cookery, but also as 4 
teacher and as a consultant of doe 
tors on the hospital staff. ‘

One of them concerns 
beauty. As a Roman, he leans to 
the more noble and heroic in femi- 
nine proportions. As a former art- 
ist, whose works still hang in the 
Academy where he studied, he is 
imbued with the ideas of Giotto 
and Michelangelo. Women, it seems 
to Tony, should be plumper than 
most of them in Hollywood are. 
There are, in his estimation, few 
true beauties. Billie Dove, Corinne 
Griffiths and Marion Davies a few 
years ago are his idea of the three 
most beautiful women he has ever 


photographed. Others, he says, are 


charming, interesting, personable, 
even cute and otherwise attractive, 
but true beauty to Gaudio is some- 
thing else again. 

“Symmetry is beauty,” says Tony, 
who still speaks with an added. a“ 
on many words.

As a devotee of facial symmetry 
he doesn’t think the figure is ter- 
ribly important. A smooth neck 
and shoulder line is more import- 
ant to the camera than beautiful 
legs—says he. Scrawny necks, 
which happen occasionally even in 
Hollywood, are an abomination to 
Tony. He likes it when a woman 
can turn her neck and still not 
have the neck cords and collar 
bones pop out. 

Cyclical camera styles have been 
noted in his 34 years of motion pic- 
ture photography. At an early pe- 
riod in the industry’s more mewling 
days, things had to be sharp. [If 
a photographer couldn't make 
things absolutely knife-edged, he 
wasn't good. Then the lens fashion 
changed and diffusion came in. Dif-

fusion, in fact, came in with a ven- 
geance — character and definition 
were lost by shooting through 
gauze, even burlap, for “effect.” 
Sound eliminated the mushy sort 
of photography. Tony goes in for 
what might de called a modified 
straight filming technique. He uses 
lights instead of gauze to achieve 
his effects. He tries to get the 
same character in star faces as a 
good portraitist would. e keeps 
the features but does a bit of “re- 
touching” with lights. 
The technique of the camera has 
come a long way in the past 34 
years. When Tony started, the 
camera stood in one place and had 
a fixed focus lens, It was then 
that the sets were moved instead of 
the camera. They followed a chalk- 
line marked off at the proper focal 
distance for the early lenses. 


“We were lucky then to get two 
holes for eyes and two more for 
nostrils with the black and white 
make-up we used to use,” says 
Tony. 

The introduction of the close-up 
by David Wark Griffith made it 
necessary to change make-up and 
photographic technique. “Then we 
had to learn how to make people 
look pleasant,” says Tony. 

Sunlight was the only illumina- 
tion in those days—a far cry from 
the enormous “sun-arcs” of modern 
movie-making. The sunlight days 
were those also when a cameraman 
was his own “still” man, jumping 
from behind the motion picture 
camera to make publicity stills for 
the exhibitors’ use. 


The mechanics of cinematogra- 
phy are simpler now for Tony be- 
cause of the nume inventions 
in past years. His own experimen- 
tation has not ended, however. He 
is devoted to color and works in 
that, has since “On With the Show” 
and right through “The Adven- 
tures of Robin Hood.” He hag his 
own laboratory at home where he 
works evenings and week-ends. For 
lighting effects he uses plaster 
busts and a variety of types of 
equipment. . 

Results of his latest lighting ex- 
periments will be seen in “Garden 
of the Moon” when it is released.

It was 
this choice of discards that resulted 
in his eventual defeat. It should 
have been obvious to declarer that 
his remaining heart could be ruffed 
with dummy’s singleton trump, but 
that, in order to avoid the loss of 
two spade tricks, he would have to 
discard a spade. As far as .main- 
taining dummy’s trump for leading 
purposes was concerned, there was 
nothing in this thought because he 
would be able to make only one 
lead from dummy, and it would be 
better to lead a spade and finesse 
against the queen than to lead 3 
trump with the hope of holding 
trump losses to one trick. 

After discarding the heart on the 
diamond ace, declarer found him- 
self in great difficulty. He led the 
spade jack, East ducked, and West 
won. A heart was returned, ruffed 
by declarer; and now the latter 
found that he still had to lead 
trumps from his own hand despite 
the preservation of dummy’s sin- 
gleton trump. The king lost to 
West's ace. West returned a dia- 
mond which declarer had to ruff, 
The club jack was taken by Hast 
with the queen, and East promptly 
exited with his last club, thereby 
preserving his spade queen as & 
trick. The contract was down one, 

If declarer Had used dummy’s sin- 
gleton trump for a sensible pur- 
pose, namely, to ruff a third heart, 
and had used the diamond king for 
a spade discard, then had let the 
jack of spades ride through East, 
he easily could have held his losses 
to one spade, one diamond and two 
trump tricks.
